It existed as early ns 
l'i’Mt, and, in 1789, Washington set apart 
the day of the adoption of th« Federal 
constitution as a day Jo give thanks, hut 
that cu8lo:n has gone into disus *; and it 
ia now set apart to give thanks for har- 
vest and al| temporal blessings. It should 
be properly observed, for we are not an 
t iankful as we should be. The custom 
of hunting slid meeting fop tne purpose 
of engaghig in levity or the excessive 
gratification of our npp-tites is not in 
keeping witii thy intention for which the 
dty ia set apart. 

—Many of our best men all over the 
country are iu lavor of siueuding tin- 
c institution with reference to the secret 
ballot law or of emteting a general regis- 
tration law. If something of the kind is 
not done the politics of the country is 
ruined. The lines which once existed 
are totally and irrevocably obliterated by 
men w ho pretend to he party men, going 
behind the curtain and voting against 
their avowed principles on account of 
some personal prejudice, when they 
would not do so with an opeu ballot for 
fear of public censure. No mau should 
want to hide his vote any more than h- 
should seek to conceal any other public 
act, the right of which is guaranteeU by 
the laws of liiscouutry. We are not per- 
mitted lo convey uui pwiiuoj m secret. 
The conveyance must lie of record; and 
so should all other public acts. Tbs law 
is a re ll action on the honor of a free citi- 
Xt-n. There is a growing feeling for pop- 
ular journals, like yours, to advocate the 
electtou of a Legislature, tbree-tifths o' 
which will be in favor of submitting tbe 
question to tbe people as provided iu the 
preeout coustituuou. Several counties 
ars willing to nominate candidsies on 
that issue. Many wood men will not go 
to the polla on account of that odious, 
secret ballot low. Our boasted freedom 
is taken (rum us and our institutions are 
threatened with destruction.
